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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To THE Town or NEWCASTLE : 

The Selectmen respectfully submit the following report of 
their administration of the affairs of the town for the year just 
ended, and feel that a short resume of what has been accom- 
plished may be desirable. 

The financial condition of the town, it will be seen from 
the abstract of Receipts and Disbursements, is as good com- 
paratively as far as it concerns the management of the funds as 
it was on Feb. 15, 1895, the one big item last year being the 
sum realized from the sale of the Town cottage, which is not 
duplicated this year. Then the money realized by the town on 
account of the Savings bank tax is considerably less this year 
than last, owing partly to the reduction of the tax, and partly 
to withdrawals by residents of the town. ‘The one thousand 
dollars that was set aside last year as a sinking fund has been 
at interest for the year, at an average rate of 3.75 per cent., 
and with interest now amounts to nearly $1040.00. 

The annual expense to the town on account of repairs to 
Wentworth bridge is always an item of interest in the Report 
and is especially so this year in connection with the fact of our 
attempt, in co-operation with the town of Rye, before the Leg- 
islature, to obtain aid from the state in its maintenance and 
repair. Information was placed before the Board sometime in 
December or January that the ice had carried away or weakened 
practically all the piling of our side of the bridge, so that it 
was not safe for travel until repaired, and the idea of peti- 
tioning the Legislature for aid in rebuilding or repairing, was 
suggested, whereupon we immediately had drawn up a petition 
and joint resolution appropriating money for that purpose, and 
our representative introduced the same into the House, together 
with a bill for the legalizing of the doings of our Tax Collectors 
of years back, to enable us to collect old taxes without the in- 
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convenience of a law suit. Both of these measures met the 
fate of an adverse report from the committees to which they 
were referred, and the only satisfaction to be derived is the fact 
that having taken such action the town cannot be accused of 
inertia, and not trying to better its condition. 

The town of Rye later petitioned the supreme court for an 
order compelling the county to assume a portion of the burden 
of maintaining the bridge, ‘but the referee in that case found 
that it was not an excessive burden to the town of Rye, the 
ground stated in his report being that there was great wealth in 
the tow n, and practically no debt, with a very low rate of taxa- 
tion which would seem to give us a ground for taking the same 
proceedings with hope of better results, as we. have a large 
debt, a high rate of taxation and very little wealth, except that 
which is created by the demand for summer building lots, which 
is of course a fictitious worth. 

In accordance with the vote passed at the last town meef- 
ing proceedings have been instituted in the supreme court look- 
ing toa settlement of the dispute concerning the territorial 
jurisdiction of Pest island and the same would have been de- 
cided before this time had not the death of Charles G. Conner, 
late clerk of the supreme court and one of the commissioners 
appointed by the court to act in this matter, intervened. A new 
commissioner has been appointed in his stead and we see no 
reason why a decision should not be reached at the April term 
of court. 

We have also, in accordance with a vote, had placed in 
position where the old boundary wall set six granite boundary 
monuments to indicate the division line between the land of the 
town and that of Dollie F. Haywood near the lower Town 
landing. And we have refitted the office of the Selectmen in 
such a manner that the work of those officers, and of those who 
are obliged to do business with them, is greatly facilitated, and 
the appearance of neatness, and the general convenience of the 
office greatly enhanced. 

The claim of Dr. John J. Berry for services alleged to have. 
been rendered Lucinda Amazeen, a county pauper, has not yet 
been adjusted ; the town voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
settle the matter on the best terms possible, and during the year 
several attempts at a conference have been made, both by the 
Selectmen and counsel for Dr. Berry, but so far we have re- 
ceived and made no offer of settlement. 
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In another part of this Report is a statement of the ascer- 
tained cost of the recent suit between the town and Thomas 
Haywood as $363.68. This it will be understood is only such as 
can be readily accounted for, while there has been paid out con- 
siderable money on account of that suit, either directly or indi- 
rectly, which has been attributed to and accounted for in other 
schedules or parts of preceding Town Reports. 

In the town warrant for this year’s annual meeting will be 
found an article concerning the abandonment by the town of 
the road leading to Fort Constitution, the idea of which is that 
the road and sea wall are greatly in need of repairs that will 
entail a large expense upon the town, if it makes them, while if 
the town abandons the road, which is the only available ap- 
proach to government land, it is more than likely that the gov- 
ernment will assume and maintain it, in which event the town 
will continue to receive whatever benefit may be derived from 
a road there, without the burden of maintaining it. 

One word concerning the town gravel pit: During the past 
year there has been taken from the pit considerable gravel, con- 
cerning the amount of which the Selectmen are entirely igno- 
rant and for which the town has not as vet received any com- 
pensation, although we have no doubt that the parties who re- 
ceived it will make full restitution. We mention this fact to show 
how wholly unprotected are the town’s interests at the gravel 
pit ; if anyone should choose to go there and help himself there 
is no one to say him nay or to render an account of how much 
gravel is taken, and it seems that some measures should be 
taken by the town to protect its property there.
